"Taylor**)' Taylor is directed to compositions containing an antimicrobial ag^t 

Independent claims 1, 18, 3 7> 56 and 70 are amended to recite a foam formulation 
including a surfactant ... *for enhancing attributes that enable ease of delivery through a foam 
dispenser^. Sitpport in the specification for the amendment to the claims can be found on page 2, lines 
20-28. 

Taylor does not disclose or envision a surjkctant having specific characteristics for "enhancing 
attributes that enable ease of deliveiy through a foam dispense'. Accordfaigly, Apph'cants' suggest that 
claims 1,18, 37,56, 70, and all claims depending therefrom, are in a forai for allowance. Notification to 
that effect is respectfully requested.
